Synopsis of Legislative Proceedings. 


SENATE. 
January 28th. 
The Com mittee on Judiciary report­ 
ed w ith a recom m endation that it 
pass Senate Bill fixing salaries of the 
Obunty Judges for San Diogo and San 
Bernardino counties. 
STATE BOARD OK EXAMINERS. 
Mr. Pendegast presented a m ajority 
report from the Com mittee on Judi­ 
ciary, to whom was referred the Sen­ 
ate resolution of inquiry in the m atter 
of the S tate Board of Exam iners,w hich 
was ordered printed. 
By the term s of 
the resolution the com m ittee were in­ 
structed to answer two questions, as 
follows: 
“ First—W hat am ount of money, if 
any, has the present Board of E xam ­ 
iners, and ekch m em ber thereof,drawn 
from the treasury as paym ent, or 
salary, for services as m em bers of said 
Board? 
“Second—If any moneys have been 
so drawn, was the act of said officers 
in drawing and receiving the same in 
conformity to th e C onstitution ami 
laws of this State, or otherw ise? ” 
In reply to the first of these ques­ 
tions, tne com m ittee present a com­ 
munication from the Controller, show­ 
ing th a t Newton Booth had drawn 
$1,416 65; Drury Malone, $1,416 65; 
and J. L. Lowe, $2,125 «0. 
The m ajority of the com m ittee then 
give a long statem ent of their views 
on the subject, quoting freely from 
the laws of the State in support of 
their position, and close their reportas 
follows:, 
“We are conducted by our reasoning 
to the following results,and from them 
we can but say that we perceive no 
logical m ethods of escape. 
“F irst—A t the com m encem ent of 
the term s of the present Governor, 
Secretary of State and A ttorney-G en­ 
eral, the statute of 1858 was in force, 
In so far as it imposed upon those 
officers the duties of a Board of Exam - 
i tiers. 
“Second—That it was com petent for 
the Legislature to im port those duties 
upon the officers nam ed at the time 
said law was passed. 
. 
“Third —That the present officers, 
when they became Governor, Secre­ 
tary of State and A ttorney-General, 
respectively, also became members of 
the Board of Exam iners, and became 
as fully bound to perform the duties of 
said Board as to perform other duties 
pertaining to their respective offices; 
and th a t they could have been com­ 
pelled to perform said duties by w rit 
of m andamus, in case they had refused 
or neglected to do so. 
"F o u rth —T hat the section of the 
statute of 1858, which provided com­ 
pensation for such services, was re­ 
peated bv the act of 1861, anti that by 
other term s in said act of 1861, those 
duties were m ad e a consequent of their 
offices in chief, w ithout compensation. 
“Fifth—That the act of May 1st, 
1872 (part of Political Code), did not, 
and under the Constitution could not, 
provide for the salary to the then and 
now .incum bent Board of Examiners. 


“S ixth—That the acts of the mem­ 
bers of said Board in draw ing and re­ 
ceiving such salaries are in violation 
of the Constitution and w ithout war- 
iant of law; and, as a final conclusion, 
that steps should 
lie im m ediately 
taken to stop any further paym ents to 
said Board of Exam iners, and to secure 
the return to the treasury of the sums 
already w ithdraw n therefrom .’’ 
THE NO-FENCE LAW. 
'T he Henate then took up for con­ 
sideration the Henate am endm ents to 
Assembly 
Bill No. 
25, com m only 
known as the No-Fence Law, in which 
the Assembly refused to concur. 
The Senate am endm ent to Section 
12 by striking out the words “ twen­ 
tieth day of February" and inserting 
“ the first day of M arch," which was 
not concurred ip, w as first considered. 
Jjiudsey moved th a t the Senate re­ 
cede from its am endm ent. 
Edgerton moved th a t the m atter he 
placed at the head of the file for to­ 
morrow, so that Graves m ight he pres­ 
ent when it was acted upon. 
B artlett moved th a t the Senate re­ 
fuse to recede and th a t a Com mittee 
of Conference be appointed. 
Edgerton w ithdraw Ids motion. 
Evans said he hoped that the op­ 
posite course would be taken and th at 
the Senate 
would recede from its 
am endm ent. 
After discussion, the Senate voted 
to recede from the am endm ent. 
The Senate refused to recede from 
its am endm ent to section 12 to insert 
after the words, “and shall take ef­ 
fect,” the words, “ in the rem aining 
portions of said counties of Tulare ana 
K ern, on the first day of November, 
1874, and in the counties of San Luis 
Obispo and M onterey on the first day 
of May. 1874. 
The Senate voted to recede from the 
following am endm ent, after discus­ 
sion: Am end by adding to th e words 
“on the first day of Ju ly , 1874," in the 
am endm ent to the last am endm ent 
but one to section 12, the following 
words, nam ely: “provided th a t as to 
all hinds and parcels of land in the 
county of Fresno, situate w est of the 
San Joaquin Valley Railroad, and 
south of tne San Joaquin river, and 
east of said railroad, and south of 
K ing’s river, not cultivated, this Act 
shall not take effect and be in force un­ 
til the first day of November, 1874." 
The vote on the question of receding 
was as follows: 
For receding-B ush, Crane, Dyer, Fa- 
kin, Evans, Fraser, G arratt, Gibbons, 
Keyes, Lindsey, M artin, McCoy, Neff, 
Pendegast, Roach, Spencer, Turner— 
17. 
A gainst receding—Andros, B artlett, 
Beck, Boggs, Edgerton, Hendricks, 
Hopkins, Irw in,K ent, Laine, McKune, 
McKusick, McM urray, O’Connor, Per­ 
kins, T uttle—16. 
The Senate refused to recede from 
the am endm ent to section 12, to strike 
out the word “ May,” after the words 
“ M onterey, the first day of,” and in 
sert the word “July.” 
Lindsey moved th a t a Coniitiittee of 
Conference, to consist of three Sena­ 
tors, be appointed to confer w ith a like 
com m ittee of the Assem bly on the 
subject of the noil-concurred in am end­ 
m ents. 
The motion prevailed. 
Mr. Lane introduced a proposed 
am endm ent to the C onstitution of the 
State of California. 
This am endm ent 
is as follows: 
“A rticle 4 is amended 
by adding thereto th e following sec­ 
tion : Section 41. The Legislature of 
this State shall not directly nor indi­ 
rectly grant to any corporation, joint 
stock company, association or individ­ 
ual, nor to any ehnritable, literary or 
religious institution, any land, money, 
bonds, or any subsidy or any kind; nor 
shall the Legislature have power to 
authorize or empower any county, 
town, city, village or other m unicipal­ 
ity to do so; or to levy and raise any 
tax or assessment for any such pur­ 
pose. This section shall not be so con­ 
strued as to prevent the Legislature 
from aiding in all reasonable and 
usual ways the common schools and 
other institutions under the m anage­ 
m ent and control of the State, and 
supported thereby.” 
The bill was re­ 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee. 
Assembly Bill No. 76.—An Act for 
the relief of W illiam Rowland, Sheriff 
of Los Angeles county—introduced by 
Venable, was passed. 
ASSEMBLY. 
The San Bernardino delegation re­ 
commended the passage of the act to 
regulate official fees and salaries in 
that county. 
Mr. Pishon introduced a bill to au­ 
thorize the construction of a wagon 
road from Cushingberry Spring in the 
county of San Bernardino, to the Hol­ 
comb Valley mine, in said county. Re­ 
ferred to the delegation. 
The Clerk read the message stating 
th a t the Senate had refused to recede 
from certain am endm ents to Assembly 
Bill No. 26—An Act to protect agri­ 
culture and prevent th e trespassing of 
anim als upon private property in the 
counties of 
Fresno, Tulare, Kern, 
S anta Barbara, San Luis Obispo and 
Monterey, and that Lindsey, O’Conner 
and Gibbons had been appointed as 
the Senate’s portion of a Committee 
of Conference. 
F'erguson moved th a t a sim ilar com­ 
m ittee of three be appointed from the 
House. 
Carried. 
The Speaker appointed as the Com­ 
m ittee on Conference, F'erguson, Can­ 
field and Dixon. 


To-morrow the first through London 
m ail across the Am erican continent, 
under the recent Postal Convention 
between England and 
the United 
States, w ill pass into California and 
reach the ocean. On Saturday it will 
leave on the A ustralian steamer. On 
Tuesday the avant courier to this coast 
of this m ail arrived, consisting of 
Hon. 8. S. Samuels, the Postm aster 
General of New South W ales; his 
Secretary, Jam es 
D elgatno; H. H. 
H all, M auager Director of the Am eri­ 
can and A ustralia Mail Steam ship 
Company, and his wife, and also his 
Secretary, Alfred W . H all. 
This par­ 
ty, taking the mail in charge, will go 
westward on Saturday. The flrst E n­ 
glish m ail East passed here on Mon­ 
day. It should have gone on Sunday, 
but was delayed at San Francisco one 
day by w ant of enterprise in transfer­ 
ring it.—[Sac. Record.

The report of the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee of the Senate, found iu another 
column, upon the right of the Gover­ 
nor to draw separate salary as a mem­ 
ber of the Board of Examiners, is ap­ 
parently conclusive against his Excel­ 
lency. 
It is to be deeply regretted. 
There has been such an abiding oon- 
lidencc not only in his integrity, but 
iu his determination to arrest all pec- 
oulatious and fraudulent use of the 
public moneys; whether under pre­ 
tended legal color or otherwise, that 
this report of the Committee is a dis­ 
appointment. W hile the case is made 
so clear that the Governor ought to 
hAve known it, still there can be no 
doubt but that he believed that he was 
legally entitled to this extra pay. 
He 
has 
doubtless 
had bad 
ad­ 
visors on this question as a question of 
constitutional law. The spirit of re­ 
form and purification is abroad, and 
he holds too proud a position in con­ 
nection with the movement, to allow 
any unscrupulous advisors to warp his 
judgment or ease his conscience, for 
that spirit will sweep him away as 
quickly as it made him, if it discovers 
a want of capacity to comprehend, or 
not sufficient strength to resist the in- 
liuence of men who do not mean re­ 
form and in whom the public have 110 
confidence. 
He, at present, is the im ­ 
personation of the reform—the one 
in whom the people have the highest 
confidence. H e needs to keep himself 
above suspicion. 


A Road to the Mines. 


A few days ago we suggested the ne­ 
cessity of a narrow-gauge railroad to 
the Cerro Gordo mines, and now we 
learn that Mr. Brady is In the field 
with a project of that character com­ 
bined with works for sm elting and re­ 
fining at Cerro Gordo and in this city. 
The importance of sueli an enterprise 
both to the great mining region of 
Inyo county and to Los Angeles, can 
hardly be computed. The treasures 
buried in the mines of Cerro Gordo 
and Pannamint are alone sufficient to 
support a respectable city, and if once 
fully developed, and firmly secured to 
our city, wé should be able to drive 
along on the road to greatness, with­ 
out asking odds of anybody. 
But we shall never succeed in hold­ 
ing the trade of this section unless we 
lake steps to build a railroad. 
Wo 
now communicate with that section 
through the medium of the Cerro 
Gordo Freighting Company, but with 
all its heavy teams, it is unable to keep 
up with the production of the present 
works, and they have been obliged to 
shut down. The 
extension of the 
Southern Pacific road will In a few 
years at most, cut oil' this trade en­ 
tirely, if we do not take active steps to 
provide some better way of transport­ 
ing the product of the mines to mark­ 
et. 
We hope that Mr. Brady will 
meet with good encouragement lor 
his important enterprise, and bespeak 
lor him the earnest co-operation of the 
citizens of Los Angeles. 


S c a r l a t i n a —A S i r h p l e a n d Effective 
R e m e d y 


The Chronicle of the U'Jth says that 
a lady in that city lias received from a 
friend in the East a letter recommend­ 
ing as a remedy for this disease as fol­ 
lows:

Pound them, shell aud all, make a 
strong tea, give the patient a table­ 
spoonful, warm, with the same amount 
of warm whisky-sling 
alternately 
every hour, keeping the patient in a 
comfortably warm room, and if begun 
in time there was no failure. She said 
she had nursed many children through 
it successfully, while physicians in the 
same town rnd county had lost many 
cases, or left them in a diseased condi­ 
tion for life. Had I not the most im­ 
plicit confidence iu her und her mode 
of treating the sick I should not speak 
of this.” 
The nut known 
throughout the 
Northwestern States by this name is 
the product of a variety of hickory,and 
though it answers the above descrip­ 
tion, we never heard of its being 
used for medical purposes. 


F a r e s a n d Freights. 


Messrs. Highbie and Venable, repre­ 
sentatives from tills county, both voted 
against Freeman’s hill to regulate 
fares and freights, Mr. Venable giv­ 
ing his reasons for that action in the 
following remarks: 
Before the vote is taken on this bill, 
i feel I am not doing my constituents 
justice until I have entered my earn­ 
est protest against its passage, for the 
very good reason that as to all roads 
in the county of Los Angeles it dis­ 
criminates directly against the pro­ 
ducer and the farmer. 
Now, sir, I 
take it that wherever any discrimina­ 
tion is made against the producer— 
against the farmer—that is against the 
interest of the community at large. 
By this bill the rates and charges are 
increased iu the county of Los Angeles 
overour roads nearly 70per cent, on all 


productions of the farmer, whereas, 
upon general mere ha iodise aud upon 
base bullion passing over that road it 
decreases the price or the freight. 
Now, sir, we contend that in order 
that the road may run at a profit it 
must take the maximum rate as fixed 
by this bill.

Bismarck on C osm opolitan Schouls. 


As a contribution to the discussion 
now agitating 
San 
Francisco and 
many other cities, in reference to the 
propriety of teaching foreign languages 
in our American schools, we submit 
the opinion of Bismarck. Our Ger­ 
man friends, at least, will consider 
this very high authority : 
“ The Burgomaster of Strasburg re­ 
cently addressed a letter to Prince Bis­ 
marcK, in the nanio of the Municipal 
Council, requesting that the French 
tongue might be regularly taught iu 
the elementary schools of the city, to­ 
gether with the German. The chief 
ground of the alleged necessity for 
maintaining a general knowledge of 
the French among the Strasburgers is 
the commercial intercourse of 
the 
place with France, which its situation 
entails. The Chancellor has answered 
the petitioners, under his own band, 
with a very decided negative, declar­ 
ing that while lie does justice to the 
motives of their proposal, lie cannot 
regard such a measure as the use of 
two tonguei as applicable to the work 
of primary teaching. 11 is much better, 
in ids .view, Prince Bismarck goes on 
to sav, that, the children mhould he. 
thoroughly taught in one, for it would- 
be out ojf ull experience that they 
could p<mihly learn both no com­ 
pletely an to he. to their ownudwintctf/c. 
As to the classes of inhabitants of 
Htrasburg to whom the French tongue 
is of real importance in the way of 
business, there are abimdant opportu­ 
nities of acquiring it in private estab­ 
lishments of a higher glade, and such 
persons would rarely lack the means 
to send their children to thesp better 
places of education. 
‘ So far as is 
known, Prince Bismarck sarcastically 
concludes, ‘ on the other side of the 
frontier the German tongue is never 


taught in French schools, from which 
i t m ay be gathered that the supposed 
necessity of a mutual knov ledge of 
the tongues of neighboring states has 
not been discovered in these schools.’ ”

One of the most important cases be­ 
fore the Mexican Claims Commission 
is that of the Lower California Coloni­ 
zation Company. The facts, as pre­ 
sented in the case before the Commis­ 
sion, show that the company claims 
damages for losses sustained at Mag­ 
dalena Bay, where they were gather­ 
ing orchilla; and also, for a failure of 
the Government to fulfill its contract 
with Captain Isltam for a survey of 
Sonora, Sinaloa, and Durarfgo. This 
famous contract, which was made by 
Commonfort, who was President of 
Mexico, proposed to give Ishain and 
his associates one-half of the lands he 
might survey. When Juarez became 
President the contract was annulled, 
and the claims for lands were consoli­ 
dated with claims of the Lower Cali­ 
fornia Company, and it is said that 
Isham claimed four hundred leagues, 
or nearly two millions acres of land. 
The claims before Congress are said 
to lie for $22,000,000, which if allowed, 
must be paid by the United States 
and charged against Mexico. It is re­ 
ported that the Commissioner of Mex­ 
ico is opposed to the allowance of the 
$30,000,000 damages claimed by Mexi­ 
can citizens on account of the depre­ 
dations by Indians who live in Ari­ 
zona and New Mexico. These claims 
are held by Enlish parties, and if al­ 
lowed, the settlers may be compelled 
to pay them promptly.—[Record. 
There are six married ladies and 
three married gentlemen attending the 
State Normal School.

Some idea of the immense amount 
of business transacted over the Union 
and Central Pacific Railroads, (says 
the Alta) may he conceived by the 
amount of baggage reported to have 
been forwardec West from Omaha dur­ 
ing last year. Ninety-three thousand 
seven hundred is the statement. Al­ 
lowing a fair number of pieces to each 
passenger will still allow a handsome 
multitude of passengers. As to the 
amount of goods, of general freight, 
we have not the statement before us, 
and were it given, there are.those who 
could scarcely believe it. A fair por­ 
tion of this passenger travel was for 
this Htate. We have gained largely 
in population in this way, but unless 
we greatly err, our gains in the future, 
within the next live years, will great­ 
ly exceed anything heretofore since 
the days of the gold fever. People will 
come during, or previous to the win­ 
ter, to avoid the snow, the cold, and 
the severities of other things; and 
previous or during the summer and 
autumn, they will come from the 
South to escape the lieat, the yellow 
fever, cholera, and general annoyances 
that then do most abound. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 
Twelve hundred and forty tons of 
ore were crushed last week at the Mer- 
rimac mine at Gold Hill. 
A quicksilver discovery is reported 
in El Dorado county. Some of the ore 
which has been tested is said to have 
yielded fifty per cent, quicksilver. 
The Japa mines of the lower coast 
are said to yield all the way from 
seventy-five cents to ten dollars to the 
pan. One man is represented to have 
washed $200 from the sand in a single 
day.Three prisoners confined in the coun­ 
ty jail at Gold Hill, Nevada, escaped 
from their cell on Sunday night, but 
were captured just before they reached 
the open highway. 
Silver City, Idaho Territory, raised 
over $1,300 for a young man whose 
eyes were blown out by the accidental 
discharge of an old blast in the Golden 
Chariot mine two months ago. 
Isaac Friedlander is said to have 
united with Peter Donahue in the 
North Pacific Railroad enterprise, and 
the road is expected to reach the coun­ 
ty seat of Mendocino before the close 
of the coming’summer. 
The tax-payers of Solano county 
must foo't the bills for four elections 
this year. Solano has had one general 
electior. two judicial, and one deter­ 
mining die location of the county seat. 
The last added $150,000 to the debt of 
$300,00o. 
The Chico (Butte county) Enter­ 
prise says: The feed in our foothills is 
backward, and the consequence is 
much suffering among the stock. As 
yet there has not been much loss, but 
should this cold rainy weather con­ 
tinue, many cattle and sheep will die. 
From a conversation with Guppy, 
engineer of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road, the Antioch Ledger learns that 
all the workmen engaged in tunneling 
the hills bolow Martinez are to he 
withdrawn forthwith, and that noth­ 
ing further will be done on the road at 
present. 
Suit has been brought by the guar­ 
dian of Fairfax II. Wheelan against 
the Superintendent of the Military 
Academy, Oakland, on the ground 
that Wheelan was not permitted to 
graduate in December, 1873, but was 
compelled to retire from the Academy. 
Damages were laid at $20,000. 
The San Jose Mercury of the 24th 
says: Cutter of Virginia Clty; Neva­ 
da, who last year purchased six acres 
of land on Fourteenth street from Ves­ 
tal & Cook, is now in town, and is 
making arrangements for erecting one 
of the finest dwelling houses in the 
valley on his land. He intends to 
spend $125,000 in improving the place. 
The Colusa Sun says: At the Exel- 
sior mine a retort lias been put up and 
five tanks of quicksilver taken out, 
when the snow and rain storm came 
and covered the tunnel in so they can­ 
not work to advantage. They know 
they have a good tiling to start in the 
spring. The Abbott mine is turning 
out quite a lot of quicksilver—so is the 
Buckeye. Mr. Chapin prophesies that 
within the year half the trade of Co­ 
lusa will be coming from these mines. 
The House Committee on the Post 
Office and Post Roadsdecided that the 
benefits of free letter delivery by car­ 
ries should not extend to cities having 
less than 25,000 inhabitants. They 
also agreed to a resolution explaining 
a previous act of Congress referring to 
the Post Office Department. 
Mr. E. PI Rice, of California, deliv­ 
ered an argument before the House 
Committee on Commerce, advocating 
the passage of a bill referred to them 
to incorporate the Asiatic Commercial 
Company, which provides for the 
granting of a charter covering the right 
of tlie company to trade witli the gov­ 
ernments of China and Japan. 
Senator Sargent has been pressing 
his demand for a special agent to be 
sent out to investigate the reports of 
whisky frauds in the San Francisco 
Internul Revenue District, and is look­ 
ing after the mail which ne asked for 
Los Angeles and San Joaquin valley. 
The German Minister at War has 
ordered the immediate destruction of 
the present fortifications of Cologne, 
and the erection of a new girdle of 
forts round that city. 
A letter from Colonel C. W. Charl­ 
ton, General Deputy of the Patrons of 
Husbandry, giving the results of an 
interview with ex-President Johnson, 
says that Mr. Johnson declares him­ 
self in full accord with the movement. 
The Senate Committee on Counties 
has reported in favor of the formation 
of can Benito county. 
The No-fence bill lias passed the 
Senate, to take effect June 26th. The 
Assembly concurred.
